Students suid stiiff donned blue and sold enifts 
to observe World Autism Awiireness Day at Olds’ 

Horizon Sc-hool on April 2. 

This is the first year the schiKil, which serves stu¬ 
dents with special needs, has lUiirked the occasion. 

“We’re trying to set a tradition at this school so 
that our community is aware it is something to cel¬ 
ebrate,” said Debbie Haugen, iu» administrative sup¬ 
port worker at the school. “The very uniqueness of 
our students is what we celebrate.” 

Students at the school sold crafts and baked goods 
with proceeds going toward the school’s new play¬ 
ground fund. 

“Every child is contributing with their own ability. 

Whatever they can contribute, that’s what they’re 
doing,” Haugen said. 

The United Nations first dei lared April 2 as World 
Autism Awareness Day in 2007, aiming to build 
awareness of the cognitive disorder, which affects 
brain development, social interaction, verbal and 
non-verbal conununication. 'The Canadian govern¬ 
ment first recognized the day in 2012. 

April is also considered Autism Awareness Month. 

“1 think as we educate in the community, 1 think 
tliat will be beneficial to our kids so that there’s an 
acceptance,” Haugen said. “I think globally, we’re 
looking to that acceptance, that these kids are won¬ 
derful, they have so much to give so it’s just a good 
way to start.” 

According to Haugen, most of the 35 students at 
the Horizon School have autism. 

She also said that autism is on the rise, with rates 
increasing by 233 per cent since the 1970s, affecting Horizon School student Keesha Grills of DkJsbury who is deaf and has autism interacts with educational assistant Marje 
four boys for every girl. * Cheecho.

Cyberbullying 
solutions need to 
be community-wide 


In an effort to fuitail the rise of cyberbullying 
in t'anada over the past decade, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has introduced new legislation that is 

- expected to pass into law 

this spring. 

Under changes to the 
Criminal ('ode of Canada, a 
specific prohibition on the 
transmission of intimate 
, images without the subject’s 

^ ^ permission will be put in 

Including other new provi- 
sions, such as allowing courts 
to seize electronic devices 
used to conunit cyberbully¬ 
ing, the new law is an impor¬ 
tant step being applauded by 
memy stakeholders. 

For example, in its recent monthly Journal edito¬ 
rial, the Canadian Medical Association (CMA) said 
toughening up the law is an important step that 
deserves to have the backing of physicians and 
other health-care professionals. 

“Modernizing our laws to incorporate cyberbul¬ 
lying explicitly is a positive step to improve health 
and one that the medical profession should sup¬ 
port," the CMA said. 

“This welcome new legislation will complement 
provincial initiatives to improve the ability of law 
enforcement to address the most serious forms of 
cyberbullying.” 

Cyberbullying can involve taunting, teasing, 
harassing and belittling victims of all ages. Sadly, 
as some of the top users of Facebook, Twitter and 
other social media, young people are also most 
likely to be victimized. 

Educators and health professionals have long said 
that bullying of any kind, including cyberbullying, 
can have very serious negative impacts on victims. 

Cyberbullying has, for example, been linked to 
depression and alcohol and drug abuse, problems 
that, unfortunately, can sometimes carry on into 
adulthood. 

“Cyberbullying is also associated with an increased 
risk of suicide, perhaps more so for girls,” the CMA 
said. 

As well as applauding the new legislative efforts 
now before Parliament, the CMA says schools must 
also continue to lead the fight against cyberbully¬ 
ing through “education, prevention, monitoring and 
enforcement.” 

And of course parents also have a role in making 
sure their children reject cyberbullying - teaching 
children that bullying in all forms is wrong and 
unwanted is every parent’s and caregiver’s respon¬ 
sibility and obligation. 

The society-wide prevalence of personal com¬ 
puters, smartphones and other electronic devices 
probably now makes the outright elimination of 
cyberbullying an impossibility. 

Yet as the CMA rightly points out, a community¬ 
wide effort involving young people, parents, teach¬ 
ers and health-care professionals can and will go 
a long way in helping linut cyberbullying in the 
months and years to come. 

Hopefully this new anti cyberbullying legislation 
now before Parliament will pass into law without 
undue delay, helping better protect young people in 
every Canadian community in the process.

Saying thank you 
is a powerful way 
to recognize volunteers

Every time I hear Winston Churchill’s

Skaters from the Didsbury 
Figure Skating Club (DFSC) 
ended the season on a posi¬ 
tive note, gaining 16 medals 
from a competition at the 
Olds Sports Complex from 
March 28 to 30. 

Erin Black earned a gold and 
a silver, while Alexa Bricker 
and Bailey Weber each 
earned a silver and a bronze. 
Haimah Dodd, Carly Dunn, 
Kaira Hall and Sydney Weber 
each earned a silver while 
Sydney Snyder and Kolby 
Thompson each earned a gold 


and a bronze for their efforts. 
Amanda Trottier earned two 
silvers at the event, which 
600 skaters from 58 different 
clubs throughout Alberta, B.C. 
and the Northwest Territories 
attended. 

“I think the girls did really 
well considering some of the 
competition that was there. 
There were clubs there that 
have way more ice time. 
They worked really hard," 
said Llonda Leaver, one of 
the club’s coaches, noting 
that some clubs skate about 
25 hours per week compared 
to DFSC members who skate 
about five hours per week. “It

Leaver said DFSC skaters 
will typically attend one other 
large event per year such 
as the one in Olds, although 
it was larger than the other 
events, that might have about 
400 skaters attending.

^ Shovel piled snow well away from the foundation of buildings. 

v' Check eaves troughs and downspouts to make sure drainage is flowing to the front and rear of your 
property and NOT onto your neighbors property. 

The Town of Didsbury Land Use Bylaw 2013-03 (Part 3 Section 9.0 Storm Drainage) states: 

"1. All roof drainage from any building(s) shall be directed onto the parcel upon which such 

building(s) are situated by means of eaves troughs and downspouts, or other suitable means. 

2. All properties shall adhere to the approved storm water management plan for their area." 

Splash pads under your downspouts will assist in directing water away from the foundation of your 
building or home. 

SUMP PUMPS 

Keep your eye on rain and melting snow. A finished basement is a significant investment in the value of your home and a flooded basement 
can be very expensive and time-consuming to repair. Sump pumps are used to keep basement dampness under control if the local water 
table is above the foundation of a home. They are relatively inexpensive and will make sure that water levels are no longer problematic by 
sending the water away from your building foundation.

“I tried all kinds of other Uxils and I kept failing 
and failing and so after almost three years I found 
the right combination. I ruined more tools and 
blades ... almost having stuff fly in my face, cut¬ 
ting my hands. I went through a lot of pain trying 
to find the right combination,” he said. 

As far as Anthony knows, he is the only art¬ 
ist possibly in North America making art out of 
recycled computer components. 

His work has caught the attention of the Alberta 
Recycling ('ouncil, for whom he’s made artistic 
pieces for the council to hand out as awards to 
people recognized for their recycling work. 

He also will display his work for the ARC 
at Chinook t'entre mall in Calgary on April 22

OHS student charged with 
sexual assault, forcible 
confinement

A 15-year-old Olds High 
School student Ls facing 
charges of sexual assault 
forcible confinement and 
assault in connection to an 
alleged incident invohing 
a 14^year-old student at the

Police said the alleged 
incident happentxi at the 
school in what is known 
as a “breakout" room on 
March 25. 

The school’s principal, 
Tom t’hristervsen, report¬ 
ed the incident to police 
on Miirch 28. 

The male suspect who 
caruxit be nanxxl under the 
Youth (Timinal .Justice Act 
is ikX in custody, poBo' ssiid. 

Kurt Sacher, super¬ 
intendent of schools for 
(’hinook’s Edge School 
Division, said the .suspect 
and the female victim 
were “acquainhxl” iuid the 
allt'gtxl incident took place 
roughly one hour after the 
end of the school day on 
Manh 25. 


He added Christensen 
n'ported the alleged inci¬ 
dent to police as soon as 
he was made aware of the 
situation and superinteiv 
dent staff cit the school 
division were informed at 
about the same time. 

Sacher said he did 
not know who reported 
the alleged incident to 
Christensen. 

While Sacher said dis¬ 
ciplinary matters involv¬ 
ing students are “confi¬ 
dential,” he told the Olds 
Albertan “the student will 
not be in school in the 
near future as this matter 
is looked into carefully.” 

The school and the 
school division are gKing 
their “full cooperation” to 
the RCMP as they inves¬ 
tigate the matter, he said, 
iind the school dKision’s 
senior staff were pLuuung 
to meet on April 7 to dis¬ 
cuss the incident.
